The Board discussed this issue and found that Auricular Acupuncturists are already educated and              

trained in the treatment of Trauma and that this would not include any additional treatment types outside                 
of the 5 needle protocol. Further, that including the treatment of trauma would not provide a danger to the                   
patient and would reduce a regulatory burden on the Auricular Acupuncturist allowing them to practice               
within their education. 

 
This being the case the Board directed the Executive Director to seek a legislative change to                

include trauma in the definition of Auricular Acupuncture.
